THE STORM.

Further Partionlars of the Damage Sus=
talmed by li—Falrmount and lts Miry
Surroundinge.

The SBcbuylkill has by no means recoverasd
from the effects of the terrifio raitis of the past
two dm Lhe water belng of a rich-mud color,
The Al has subsided slightly, however,

Last evening the river had attained a helght
Of aix feet and seven inches atthe dam, Alten
o'clock this morning it had fallon at that polut
to five feot and ten inches, bat It is again on Lhe
increase. Inthe engine rooms and other apart-
menta of the Falrmount Water Works there Is
A sand de It Bix Inches In depth, with several
inches of waler coveripg 1t, and more stlll
making (ts way insida. Toe machinery hasnot
Enstpined much damage as yot, bul the wood-
work of the establishment has been Injared to
some extent, The englnes were forced 10 sus-
pend operntions on Tnursday evening, and

until four o'clock this morning U was
not ble to resume work. At that
time, however, Lthe four turbine wheels wore

set in motion, and will continue at the labor of
replenishing the basine until high-water, when
it will be necessary to suspend sgaln. The old-
fashioned revolvibg wheels are still motion-
less, It will therefors be seen that the greatest
economy in the use of the Schuylkill water is
sl necessary, The strects and sidewalks have
80 thoroughly scoured, that they can be
sutfered 1o rest from any further Inandation
for a fow days. Buot our cltizens should also
bear in mind that a vast amount of water can
be saved, by a little care and forethought, in
housshold affairs,

In the forebay adjacent to the water-works
the water has risen to within a foot of the level
of the ground. while Its usaal height Is about
ten feet below that point. In the viclinlty of
the arbor at the eastern end of the dam the
water has rlsen Kigh above the wharves, o
number of trees in that locklity belug almost
entirely submerged. The wharf of the up-river
steamboats 1a also under waler for the distance
of several yards, The Ilittle ticket omfica
at the end of the wharf is llkewise delnged, and
workmen were engaged Lhls morning io balling
it out, Thedrives and walks In the Park are
in s wretened condition, and before they are
fully repaired quite an expense will be sus-
tained by the ¢ity. The handsome drive along
the river front is under water at several points,
and several of tne boat-houses In the viclnity
of the Water Works are surronnded by the in-
tracltable element, Home of the boals were
filled and swamped by the flood,

The manufacturing establishments in the
neighborhood of the Water Works have beenr
greatly Inconvenienced by the effects of the
storm, several of them belpg still unable to
resume oparations.

The river below the Dam is filled with drift-
wood and debris of all kinds, and the wreckers
are reaping a harvest in their way. A namber
of tlmﬂien have collected enough fire-wood to
last them through the coming winter, and
others are still laying in their stook, One of
the prlnolwl sufferers In this respect Is Mr,
John D. ard, who had a large guantity
of fire-wood on his wharf at the foot of Ches-
nut street. His loss will probably reach $2000.
The building, on the western side of the Schuyl-
kill were somewhnt submerged yesterday, but
this morning mo tof them were fres from the
walery plague. As the waler ls again rising,
however, they may be subjected to still farther
annoyance and damage.

The people of Camden were just near enongh
to Phﬂ:deipnln to reap the full beneflt of the
deluge, and conslderable damage has been sus«
tained A dwelllng-bouse on Benson strest,
near Broandway, weg o undermined by the
water that it ernmbled to the earth, A dwell-
Ing-bouse on 8Hecond street, between Cooper
and Penn, belonging to Mr., Slmeon Ringle,
was also damaged. The nortlh wall of the bulld-
ing has cracked in several places, and IL is
feared it will have to be taken down.

From all guarters in the country we are in
receipt of news relating damage to property Iin
consggquence of the storm. elepiruph com-
munication has been interrupled at many
points, especislly along the line of the Balti-
more and Ohio Railroad and the Northern
Central Railroad. The lines weal of Huarrls-
purg, and in the nelghborhood of Willlams-
pn:l:ﬁ have likewise been lnterrupted,

Thestorm, which has now apparently spent
1ts fury, was one of Lhe grealest ever known in
this locality, Sinoce the first of the month the
raln-gn at the Pennsylvania Hoaplinl has
mwmha full of 14565 inches of rain, and
during the twenty-fours endlng yesterday noon
we have had 6:680 Inch the greatest rain-fall
ever known in Philadelphin since the record
hiag been kept at the Hospital, ITo September,
16888, 6011 inches of rain fell in about twenty-
four hours, but August, 1867, has outdone that
high figure by two-thirds of an inch,
